Jan Yabronec Imenioke, representative of the timber, match, glass, and 
crockery industries in the Czech Trade Mission to Ethiopia, traveled to 
Nairobi, Kenya, from Addis Ababa toward the end of December 1948*, 
According, to sources, Lnenicka is a director of a nationelized firm of 
artificial srhegaal Sipraap ebhiebal, F. Marks & Syn., Jablonec nad Nisou, 


Czechoslovakia. is described by source as an ardent supporter of the 
present government in Czechoslovakia, although source thinks that Lnenicka's 
opportunistio nature would lead him to support any regime that contributed 
to his personal gain. Source states that Lnenicka presently is receiving 

a hich salary. 


2. While they were in Addia Ababa, Inenicka and Bedrich Schneider, « member 
of the Czech Trade Mission representing the steel industry, had requested 
visas for East Africa end the Union of South Africa, However, Sohneider 
was refused a visa for East Africa, and both Inenioka and Schneider were 
refused visas for the Union of South Africa, Source states that Lnenicke 
planned to go to Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, in the attempt to secure a 
South African visa through the efforts of certain influential firms with 
whic he has contact there, 


5, Imenicka was met at Nairobi by V. Baderle, a direotor of the OmieAfrica 
Trading Co.» Itd.,** Nmirobi, in the absence of Berge (fnu), another 
director, whe had been asked to meet him. Lnenicka did not contact the 
representative of Bat'a Co.*** in Nairobi and stated that contact with 

. this firm was not encouraged by the Czechoslovak Government, He has named 
the Omi-Africa Trading Co. as his agent in Kenya, 


4, During his satay in Nairobi Imenicke stated that the Czech Trade Mission 
Repaiee had sold lerge quantities of suger and cement in Ethiopia.****
